I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information  the  a.nnual  report 
on  the  health,  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district, 

I am  grateful  do  Dr.  J.  A.  Slattery,  Area  Medical  Officer,  Mid-Essex, 
for  providing  statistics  of  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Essex  County  Council 
clinics  in  the  area. 

The  Hegistrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  is  25,520 
an  increase  of  1,040  above  197 1*  This  increase  is  more  than  double  that  for 
the  preceding  year  which  v/as  420, 

The  birth  rate  corrected  by  comparability  figure  of  0,92  was  18,0  in 
1972  compared  v/ith  19»1  the  previous  year.  The  national  average  was  14.8, 

' There  were  again  4 infant  deaths  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
8.0,  compared  v/ith  the  national  average  of  17»0, 

The  mortality  table  for. the  area  is  as  usual  included  in  this  report. 
The  corrected  deo.tii  rate  v/as  9*7  in  1972  compared  with  10,0  in  1971  ♦ The 
national  average  was  12.1  per  1,000  popiO.ation, 

Vi'ith  regard  'to  infectious  disease,  there  wore  during  the  year  74  cases 
of  measles  notified  compared  witli  only  17  the  previous  year.  There  were 
also  6 cases  of  dysentery,  7 of  infective  hepatitis,  3 of  food  poisoning 
and  8 of  scarlet  fever.  Too  much  alaria  continues  to  be  atta.cbed  to  scarlet 
fever,  which  nowada.ys  soldoin  causes  permanent  damage  to  health,  v/hile  too 
little  concern  is  sbill  felt  regarding  rnea.sles,  which  can  cause  permanent 
defects  such  as  dcahnoss  and  is  preventable  by  vaccination.  Parents  who 
■:avo  seen  unwilling  to  have  their  children  vaccinated  against  measles  are 
mainly  responsible  for  the  fact  that  this  disease  has  nob  been . eradicated 
ill  ?rai  it  roe.  It  is  national  policy  to  try 'to  achieve  the  success  towards 
iidn;-  out  measles'  that  has  already  been  obtained  with  poliomyelitis, 
u,yaht>orla  and  other  diseases  by  means  of  immunisat.ion,

Braintree  has  alv/ays  been  fortunate  in  having  enough 
natural  fluoride  in  its  v/ater  to  prevent  in_  early  life  dental  decay  later 
rjid  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  situation  will  continue  in  the  future. 

I am  very  grad;eful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Pu.blic  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support.  To  I'lr,  Bayley  and  his  staff  and 
to  cfficei'S  in  other  departments  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  their  help  in  preparing  this  report,  written  in  the  last  year  before 
the  work  of  medical  officers  of  health  is  transferred  to  a reorganised 
Katicnal  Health  Service,

I '..ave  pleasure  in  submitting  rny  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspecrors  for  the  year  1972. 

' The  level  of  v/prlc  achieved  was  of  a similar  order  to  that  of  recent  years 
'.vith  the  empha.sis  on  those  matters  demanding  more  or  less  immediate  attention 
such  as  improveiiient  grants,  noise  nuisances,  public  cleansing  and  last  but  by 
no  meaiis  least  Local  Governiaent  Reorganisation.  I would  have  liked  to  have 

nt  ..;Ore  ti;rie  on  Food  Hygiene  and  the  Offices  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  7ict, 
the  v/ork  in  this  direction  has  been  limited  by  demands  from  other  fields. 

The  level  of  improvement  grants  has  been  satisfactory  and  quite  a number 
of  older  houses  have  been  brought  ud  to  a modern  standard  without  any  of  the 
problems  which  appeared  to  have  beset  other  authorities,  particularly  in  the 
Lon  Ion  area. 


Braintree  has  not  a serious  problem  v/ith  houses  in  multiple  occupation, 
cut  it  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  apply  Orders  for  luanagement 
Regulations  and  the  execution  of  works  to  make  good  neglect  of  proper  stand- 
ards in  respect  of  three  properties  vrith  a total  letting  of  twenty-one  units. 

The  public  cleansing  service  has  functioned  satisfactorily  and  ihe 
e;:t'.i.;ion  of  the  plastic  liner  system  to  the  whole  district  after  a limited 
t’.i-'-l  'n  parts  of  the  area  v/as  well  received  by  the  public.  Another  step 
t r is  a "ood  system  was  taken  by  the  Council's  decision  to  provide 

ne  tubs  to  all  new  residential  properties  and  to  existing  properties 
..hen  i.ujtbin::  require  replacement. 

'I-’O  Goun(';il  continued  to  offer  a free  service  for  the  removal  of  bulky 
■w- -o '.r.'dd  r.;fu3o,  in  addition,  a special  effort  was  again  made  by  setting 
a i .u  a .voix  in  the  spring  and  autumn  for  this  v/ork.  Despite  this  some

The  follov/in.^  information  lias  "been  supplied  hy  the  Engineer  of  the 
Jolchester  and  District  .Vator  hoard  .for  the  year  1st  April,  1972  to  the 
31st  harsh,  1973. 

The  quantity  of  water  'v/hich  has  been  available  for  supnly  in  the  Urban 
District  exceeded  the  consumption  and  no  restrictions  have  been  necessary. 

The  Board  took  a total  1254  bacteriological  samples  in  their  area  II98 
of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Cf  the  56  suspicious  or  unsatisfactory  samples  four  were  taken  in  supply 
in  the  Urban  District  Area  and  six  from  the  Uotley  Road  Bore,  The  follow  up 
samples  in  supply  proved  satisfactory.  At  llotlev  Road  repeat  samples  proved 
to  be  satisfactory  and  the  chlorine  dosage  of  the  raw  water  increased  to 
ensure  satis iactory  consumer  samples. 

•Vater  frcm  all  sources,  with  some  exceptions  is  chlorinated  to  give  a 
resiiual  of  0.2  pom.  Because  of  a recent  history  of  mildly  unsatisfactory 
samples  of  the  raw  water,  chlorination  at  llotley  Road  is  conti’olled  to  give 
a residual  of  0.5  ppni  at  the  inlet  to  Panfield  Lane  Reservoir,

.Vork  continued  on  the  extensions  to  the  Braintree  sewage  works  throughout 
the  year.  Considerahle  progress  was  made  and  although  some  parts  (e.g.  primary 
Sc.dimentation  tanks  and  primary  filters)  were  completed  and  in  use  the  whole 
...'rks  ,vill  not  be  operational  until  1973.  The  inspectors  of  the  Essex  River 
Authority  took  22  samples  of  the  final  effluent,  none  of  which  reached  the 
required  standard.  Again  the  works  have  been  barely  adeouate  for  the  demands 
.nado  on  it  but  conditions  will  improve  when  the  new  capacity  is  dperational , 


Bhe  Booking  works  continued  functioning  satisfactorily  and  is  adequate 
for  the  needs  o.t  the  area  it  serves.  Six  saiiples  of  effluent  v/ere  taken  v/hich 
were  satisfactory  except  in  one  instance  where  the  suspended  solids  were  high, 
o-’i  t".is  case  it  v/ould  appear  that,  as  the  outl.et  was  flooded,  the  river  was 
polluting  the  effluent! 


fhere  are  77  houses  not  draining  to  the  sewer  where  none  is  available  and 
12  houses  sharing  6 .7.0 's. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  refuse  collectors  maintained  their  record  for  reliability 
.vith  very  few  exceptions,  a v/eekly  collection  throughout  the  year, 
there  have  been  some  changes  of  personnel  there  has  been  a nucleus 
serving  men  who  have  maintained  the  stability  of  this  section. 

The  system  v/hereby  plastic  liners  for  dustbins  are  issued  started  in 
June  and  after  some  initial  teething  problems  settled  down  and  ran  smoothly. 
The  only  comments  received  after  the  first  few  months  were  all  favourable, 
in  conjunction  with  tnis  system  the  Council  also  decided  to  provide  plastic 
■xack  holders  - "tubs"  - and  by  the  end  of  the  year  had  issued  1070.  Dustbins 
are  inspected  on  complaint  and  replaced  with  a tub  if  necessary.

During  the  yeai'  there  were  two  periods  when  special  collections  of  hulky 
articles  v.-ere  made,  calls  being  made  at  6l6  houses  and  many  unwanted  objects 
which  might  otherv.’ise  have  found  their  way  into  ditches  or  onto  waste  ground 
were  disposed  of  satisfactorily.  This  work  v/as  carried  out  by  our  spare 
vehicle  and  a hired  lorry.  At  other  times  in  the  year,  when  men  and  a vehicle 
are  available,  large  and  bulky  articles  are  collected  on  request  and  lay-bys 
ditches,  garage  sites  and  similar  places  are  cleared.  The  amount  collected 
is  surprisingly  large  but  in  spite  of  the  use  made  of  this  service  there  are 
still  many  people  Mho  are  not  sufficiently  civic-minded  to  make  a request 
for  such  rubbish  to  be  removed  and  dump  it  willy-nilly  for  it  to  become  an 
eyesore  and  a nuisance. 

Refuse  was  again  disposed  of  satisfactorily  by  controlled  tipping  at 
Straits  kill.  Residents  of  the  Urban  District  may  themselves  take  garden 
rubbish,  earth,  stones  etc.  v.’hich  it  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Council  to 
collect,  to  the  tip  which  is  open  from  8.00  a.m.  to  4*30  p.ra.  Lionday  to 
Friday  and  9*00  a.m,  to  1.00  p.m.  on  Saturdays.
